WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne has a goal, the provision of a decent and 
viable living environment for all of its citizens; and 
WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne has consistently committed itself to the 
elimination of blight and deterioration which is present within the community and the 
prevention of its further spread; and 
WHEREAS, under the provisions of the National Affordable Housing Act 1990, 
as amended, the City of Fort Wayne is entitled to receive annual grants through the 
Community Development Block Grant Program; and 
WHEREAS, funding under this program must be used for the promotion of viable 
urban communities and the prevention or elimination of blight and deterioration, 
primarily for the benefit of low and moderate income people; and 
WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne has developed a community development 
plan and program which is consistent with the City’s overall strategy for preventing the 
further spread and elimination of blight and deterioration; and 
WHEREAS, all necessary steps have been taken by the Mayor and the Division 
of Community and Economic Development to prepare the entitlement submission for 
1994 (twentieth year) Community Development Block Grant funding in conformance with 
the strategy and plan. 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA; 


SECTION 1. That the submission of a Final Statement for 1994 (twentieth year) 


entitlement funds and accompanying certifications be approved and forwarded to the U.S. 
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Department of Housing and Urban Development under the signature of Mayor Paul 
Helmke. 

SECTION 2. That Mayor Paul Helmke, in his capacity as Chief Executive 
Officer for the City of Fort Wayne, be authorized to act on behalf of the City in 
consummating contractual agreements pertaining to this grant and providing additional 
information and documentation pertinent thereto as required. 

SECTION 3. That the Common Council, by its approval of this application, 
hereby reaffirms its intent to reduce and eliminate urban blight within the City of Fort 
Wayne. 

SECTION 4. That this Resolution shall be in full force and effect from and after 


its passage and any and all necessary approval by the Mayor.

SUBJECT: 1994 Community Development Block Grant Budget 


Background 


Each November the Mayor requests that City Council authorize him 
to submit Fort Wayne’s Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) 
budget to the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD). The effect of this submission is to allow the city to 
receive an annual CDBG entitlement grant from HUD. 


The 1994 budget is attached to this memorandum. It reflects the 
expectation that we will receive a slightly higher CDBG 
entitlement grant in 1994 than 1993, based upon an increase in the 
Congressional appropriation. As always, we will not know the 
exact amount of the grant until December or January, at which time 
the Mayor will allocate any "additional" funds after consultation 
with the chairpeople of the Citizen Advisory Committee (CAC) and 
its subcommittees. 


Process 


The Citizens Advisory Committee (CAC) has spent August and 
September reviewing 53 applications which totalled over $5 
million. Because our total budget is $3.7 million, many worthy 
activities are not being funded. 


Once again, when evaluating requests for 1994 CDBG funds, the CAC 
worked to ensure that programs have a direct relationship to 
improving the quality of life in our low- and moderate-income 
neighborhoods. This is a difficult task and we believe that the 
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citizens on the CAC have done a fine job. As in past years, City 
Council members were invited to all CAC meetings and public 
hearings. However, no Council members attended or participated in 
the discussion and evaluation process. 


You are certainly aware of the controversy that previous CDBG 
budgets have engendered. This year, however, staff agreed with 
all of the final CAC recommendations save one, and recommended to 
Mayor Helmke that he restore funding cut from the Mental Health 
Association's Client Advocacy program. That is a very small 
exception to a new consensus which has developed after several 
years of debate and discussion among the CAC, staff, the 
administration, and City Council. The 1994 budget presented to 
you does not represent the wishes of any one person or point of 
view. Rather, it is a compromise based upon this consensus. It 
is a sound approach to investing our Community Development Block 
Grant in 1994. 


Budget Highlights 


1. Boys & Girls Club 


The Boys & Girls Club wish to relocate their facility to 
Pontiac and Fairfield, having outgrown the Miner Recreation 
Center where they presently operate. This program provides 
recreational, educational and social opportunities for 
hundreds of children and teenagers each year. The building 
they are interested in is currently vacant. The Board of 
Zoning Appeals is reviewing the Club's application for a 
contingent use and, subject to the Board's granting of that 
use, $125,000 in CDBG funds have been allocated to this 
project. The total estimated cost of acquisition and 
rehabilitation is $700,000. 


2. Center for Non-Violence 


Located in the Williams-Woodland Park Neighborhood on West 
Creighton, the Center for Non-Violence has been allocated 
$20,000 to undertake exterior improvements to their historic 
building. These improvements include making the building 
wheelchair accessible. 


3. Child Care of Allen County 


Child Care of Allen County, which operates several daycare 
centers throughout the community, will use $20,000 in CDBG 
funds toward the purchase of the former Kindercare facility 
located on Paulding Road. The building can be licensed for 
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90 children, and will allow Child Care of Allen County to 
expand its services in this underserved part of the city. 


Recommendation 


In order to allow for 1994 activities to begin operation on 
January 1, we recommend that Council authorize the Mayor to submit 
the 1994 CDBG application to HUD by passing the attached 
resolution.
